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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in this 
application because the drawings filed on 10/12/01 are informal. Applicant is advised to employ 
the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 2, 5-17, 19, 36 and 37 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose dynamically reducing transmission power on a forward link in the second sector, 
determined based on a determination of a current state of transmissions to the at least one user in 
the first sector and to one or more users in the second sector, each of the one or more users in the 
second sector being in communication with the communication system only via the second 
sector, and at a later time, increasing the transmission power on the forward link in the second 
sector, as in claims 1 and 16; the sector controller further adapted to increase the signal-to- 
interference ratio of the at least one user in the first sector by communicating with other sector 
controllers in the first cell or in a second cell to coordinate a dynamic reduction of transmission 
power on a forward link in a second sector and an increase of the transmission power at a later 
time, the second sector being in the first cell or in the second cell, wherein the reduction of the 
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transmission power is based on a current state of transmissions to the at least one user in the first 
sector and to one or more users in the second sector, each of the one or more users in the second 
sector being in communication with the communication system only via the second sector, as in 
claim 19.
